LONDON, Nov. 25. (Exciusive)-— 
| Premier Benito Mussolini has notified 
Sir Austen Chamberiain British For- 
eign Secretary, and French Foreign 
Minister Aristide Briand that unless 
France surrenders the n te 
before March he wil! withdraw from 
the League of Nations, forming a 
new alliance. He expects to take 
with him into the alliance Spain 
and some South American countries. 

It is believed that the Duce has 
received promises from Ruasia of a 
tract of land in South Ruasia for an 
Italian settlement which might be 
made a state under Italian control, 


while nominally attached to the 
soviet unicn. 
At the same time it has been 


learned that shortly after the at- 
tempt made on his life at Bologna, 
the Italian dictator gave a long audi- 
ence to the Maharajah of Alwar, who 
recently was spanked by the British 
for burning a native village which 
had offended him. It is said he gave 
the Maharajah elaborate plans for 
the organization of a Fascist move- 
ment in India and the Maharajah as- 
sured him he would have the sup- 
port of several Indian princes who 
are dissatisfied with British rule.

The King suffers constantly from 
high fever, and his mental vigor has 
been greatly impaired. When the 
King dies the legal successor to the 
throne will be his grandson, Michael, 
son of Prince Carol and Princess Hel- 
en of Greece. That succession its fixed 
by the law of the fourth of January 
which accepted Carol's renunciation 


of his rights, named Michael as the 
heir and nominated a council of re- 
gency. 

Thus despite all rumors of a recon- 
ciliation between Carol and his 
mother, Queen Marie, and despite 
the rumors of a possible coup 
d'etat one mfst, in dealing with pos- 
sibilities, always remember this le- 
gal situation. 

During this last month, with the 
King ill and the Queen absent, dis- 
cussion of the succession has occu- 
pied every political party in Rumania. 
There have been meetings of party 
leaders which have led to various 
missions being sent to Prince Carol 
here. These missions, however, have 
been so far largely without result. 

The general impression among party 
leaders is that Prince Carol is not 
entirely desirable as King if the 
somewhat tottering dynasty is to 
be preserved. His affair with Mme. 
Lupesco is being @ontinued and a 
Prince who has renounced his rights 
and left his wife and son is not quite 
the kind of person desired for King. 
_ Almost unanimously the party lead- 
ers have decided to adhere to the 
law of last January and give the 
throne to Prince Michael. There 
arises, however, the question of wno 
is to be regent, and the almost 
unanimous inclination is in favor of 
Princess Helen of Greece, Carol's de- 
serted wife, who, almost alone in 
Rumania; has the respect of all 
parties and the people. 

If this decision should pe taken 
finally it is feared that difficulties 
will be made by Queen Marie be- 
tween whom and her daughter-in- 
law relations are not likely to ve 
over-cordial if the 
who is the mother of the future 
king, bas precedence over the boy's 
grandmother, That is one of the del- 
icate matters of adjustment which 
occupy the attention of ail parties 
and it is the cause of Gen. Angeles- 
co's visit to Pafis to meet Queen Ma- 
rie on her arrival. How it will oe 
arranged finally is more than any- 
one dare prophesy, but in Rumanian 
circles here there is a strong opin-

Crews of Navy PN Planes, 
Forced.Down, to Resume 
Trip to Colon 


Both Aircraft Obliged to 
Give Up Just Short of 
‘Rodgers’s Record 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. ()—The 
shade of John Rodgers smiled en- 
couragement today to his former 
mates as they rested and contem- 
plated their failure to write a new 
chapter to the annals of aeronautics. 
The feat of the valiant commander 
who had fifteen months before led 
an expedition across the Pacific 
which brought hbim and his crew 
down a record distance of 1841 miles 
from the starting point to drift nine 
days before a submarine found them 
off the Island of Kauol, remains the 
greatest nonstop performance for 
Navy filers in “PN” segplanes. 

Two PN-10 seaplanes, improved 
in design and construction over 
those which Rodgers and his com- 
panions flew, were down today. They 
took off at twilight Tuesday ona 
nonstop venture, intended to take 
them 2060 miles from Hampton 
Roads, to Colon, Canal Zone. 
That of Lieutenant-Commander H. 
T. Barlett, the PN-10 No. 2, was 
taking inventory today of her flight 
at Siguana Bay, Isle of Pines, pre- 
tory to resuming the voyage. 
Barlett, with Lieut. H, C. Redd end 
Cc. Schildhauer, and Aviation 
Chief Machinist's Mate Charies J. 
Sutter went down at Nueva Gero- 
na, Isle of Pines, at 6:30 am. yes- 
terday, their oll supply exheusted. 


TO TAKE OFF AGAIN

Admission of Testimony 
by Oil Man at Senate 
Hearing Opposed 


Decision Will be Rendered 


Today by District of 
Columbia Court 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. (P)—One 
of the vital points at issue in the 


trial of Edward L. Doheny and Al- 
_ bert B. Fall awaits decision in the 


District of Columbia Supreme Court 
tomorrow before the government can 
proceed with the introduction of 
evidence by which it hopes to prove 
the oil magnate and the formal Sec- 
retary of the Interior gullty of con- 
spiracy. 

The question is whether the rec- 
ord of the Senate oil hearings, con- 
taining the testimony of Doheny that 
he advanced Fall $100,000 while ne- 


gotiations for lease of the Elk Hills 
reserve were progressing, should be 
admitted as evidence. Counsel for 
both the government and the defense 
have shown that they consider the 
ruling of the court on this point to 
be of the utmost importance. 

Groundwork for the presentation 
of the committee records was laid 
Wednesday, after a brief appearance 
on the witness stand of Senator Walsh 
of Montana, who called the Senate 
committee meeting at which Do- 
heny made his disclosure. But when 
the- government offered the volumin- 
cus, carefully checked and+sworn-to 
documents an emphatic objection 
was raised by the defense, and the 
question went over until tomorrow, 
when ts as to its admissi- 
bility be continued. 


DEFENSE ARGUES 


The defense holds the law pro- 
hibits mtroduction of testimony, be- 
fore a Congressional committee as 
evidence in a criminal prosecution if 
the defendant was the source of the 
evidence. This contention was ad- 
vanced in the brief period of argu- 
ment before court adjourned yester- 
day for the Thanksgiving holiday. 
The government counsel will combat 
this claim tomorrow, but the line of 
procedure outlined for their argu- 
ment hae not been disclosed. 

Everybody connected with the oll 
trial had a day of freedom today 
from surroundings of the courtroom, 
except the jury, which found itself 
still locked up. Justice Hoehling 
had time for rest from his exacting 
duties on the bench; the attorneys 
hed time for conferences and the 
laying out of strategical courses, and 
even the defendants were at liberty 
to spend Thanksgiving Day with 
their families. 


JURY LOCKED UP 


But the jury, crdered under con- 
finement for the period of the trial, 
remained in custody of a deputy 
marshal. The twelve men awoke this 
morning only to another day. They 
waited patiently their turn at the 
single washstand in their Courthouse 
living dormitory, and later marched 
two by two to a hotel for breakfast. 
After breakfast they were again 
locked up until a repetition of the 
march was performed, this time to a 
regular turkey Thanksgiving dinner. 
No messages nor Thanksgiving greet- 
ings were permitted to go to them. 
and this rule will be in force until 
they make their final report to the 
court at the end of the trial.

“Scientific investigation,” he ‘sald, 
“is making it more and more appar- 
ent that future developments in the 
use of chemical agents will be con- 
cerned more with the methods of use 
and distribution of known chemicals 
than the discovery of more powerful 
chemical materials, and further, that 
the effectiveness of chemical weapons 
is due more to the large number of 
temporary casualties which may be 
produced than to the relatively small 
number of fatalities which may be 
caused,” Gen. Fries said. 

“The chemical agents employed 
during the World War are probably 
about as effective for the production 
of casualties as any which may be 
discovered in the future.” Gen. Fri 
also took issue again with the clai 
that exposure to war gases induced 
subsequent tuberculosis. Another 
yeer of scientific study of the ques- 
tion, he said, “has shown conclusive- 
ly that there is no relation between 
this disease and the effects which 
may result from exposure to chemical 
agents.”

Inventor Explains Reason 
for Annulment Plea 


She Wishes to Wed Marquis 
Under Church Law 


Senator Dénies Plan to Marry 
English Girl 


ROME, Nov. 25. (F)—One of the 
reasons for the plea by William Mar- 
coni, wireless inventor, for annulment 
of his marriage to Beatrice O’Brien is 
to please his former wife, who de- 
sires to solemnize in the Catholic 
Chureh her marriage to the Marquis 
Marignoll. 

Senator Marconi and his wife ob- 
tained a civil divorce at Fiume, 
theirs being the last case acted on 
under Hungarian law before the city 
was annexed to Italy. Later the for- 
mer Signora Marconi married the 
Marquis, with whom she lives at his 
magnificent villa at Spoleto. 

The inventor toright categorically 
denied the statement published in an 
Italian newspaper that Le had dis- 
cussed the annulment question dur- 
ing his audience with the Pope yes- 
terday. The audierice, he said, was 
occupied almost. entirely with scien- 
tific subjects, the Ponfiff taking the 
keenest interest in the latest radio 
developments. 

Marconi also denied the declara- 
tion that he had instituted the an- 
nulment proceedings because he de- 
sired to marry a young English girl 
who has been assisting him in his 
scientific work, as well as a rumor 
that he intended to marry a Roman 
society woman. 


Marconi’s former wife is a daugh- 
ter of the fourteenth Baron Inchi- 
quin of Ireland.

He overlooks the higher and the more 
essential law; namely, the natural 
law, the law written into the very 
nature of things by God himself, 
which neither civil nor ecclesiastical 
law can change.

merce. The first group is the foreign 
staff of the bureau, while the second 
is made up ef employees in the 
branch offices or service stations of 
the bureau in the United States. 

And these workers not only worked, 
but they paid the American taxpeyer 
a big return on his investment in 
them, according to the annual report 
of Dr. Julius Kilcin, director of the 
bureau. Foreign trade promotion ac- 
tivities of the Department of Com- 
merce last year cost the taxpayer ap- 

roximately / $3,000,000. New foreign 

iness secured for various Amgrican 

exporters as direct result amounted 
to more thah $189,000,000. 

This is a return of more than sixty- 
fold upon the investment. To the 
suggestion that only a few fortunate 
firms and individuals shared this big 
dividend, and that it meant nothing 
to taxpayers in general, the reply may 
be made that it is impossible to bring 
$189.000,000 of new business and 
money into the United States without 
all taxpayers sharing in the benefit.

EVERYBODY GETS SOME 

In fact, everybody gets a bite out 
of the gigantic pie. American labor, 
first of all, was well paid for pro- 
ducing this additional amount of ex- 
portable goods. American bankers 
got theirs for the financing they were 
called upon to do. American pro- 
ducers of raw materials, American 
transportation agencies, American 
fuel producers, .American jobbers, 
American “white-collar” workers, and 
even American retailers and landlords 
shared.

Maine Senatorial Nominee} 


Scores Governor 


Also Declares Opponent 
Pledged to Klan 

Party Leaders. Split on Issue 
of Election Fund 


AUGUSTA (Me.) Nov. 25. ()—Ar- 
thur R. Gould, Republican United 
States Senatorial nominee, repudiat-

Brewster's first, state- 
ment in connection with charges of 
excessive expenditures that have been 
brought against Mr. Gould, and was 
made in @ letter to Daniel F. Pield, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee’ in explanation of his 
failure to take the platform for Mr. 
Gould during the present campeign.

But, I 
for one, in spite of my love for 
America, do not think that I would. 
like living all my life at such high 
pressure, espécially I could not live 
so publicly. I would want to go 
occasionally where no one would mind 
at all what I wore, what I ate, whom 
I gaw, and what I thought, where 
it woeuld be quite tmmaterial if my 
dog was called “Crag” or “Sambo,”

No, no, I could not forever go your 
pace, anyhow, not if I were eternally

Probably in excess of $300,000,- 
000 was loaned to him in England, and the 
entire enterprise finally went over to the 
Dominion. The English attitude was that 
Canada required development, and they 
fostered it. 

But in connection with that is an instance 
demonstrating the unassailability of British 
justice. An American acquired a charter 
for a railway running north from Edmon- 
ton, to compete, in a way, with the Ca- 
nadian Northern's expansion. The under- 
taking was financed by J. Pierpont Morgan 
and $7,000,000 placed in an Edmonton bank. 
The Canadian Northern began opposition; 
the provincial government backing the 
enterprise was overthrown, and the charter 
expropriated. The case went into the 
courts and the American lost, until he 
came to the Privy Council.. There, in spite 
of the fact that Sir William personally 
knew all the justicés, belonged to their 
clubs and the like, the unknown American 
upstart from Kansas City won his cause. 
It is this very quality of British justice 
that may he depended upon to keep the 
new empire on the way to a wonderful con- 
summation as a family of nations. The 
principle underlying it approaches the ideal. 
The achievement is inspirational, and all 
lovers of justice in the world will wish 
England success. 


OBSTACLES -

A majority of Californians 
will not be easily persuaded to vote for dis- 
union; the State Legislature cannot be im- 
agined sanctioning such partition and the 
probabilities are that Congress will not 
agree to it.

Schooling In Norway 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 20.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] We 


‘have always been amazed at the 


waste in the American school sys 


tem. In a country where every- 
thing else is down to a fine sys 
tem, it seems incongruous that the 
most important institution, its 
schools, should be run so inef- 
ficiently. ‘his relates to grammar 
schools. 

In Norway a child starts to 
school at the age of 7, and attends 
school until the age of 14, or seven 
years, which are compulsory. They 
have four 55 minute periods every 
day, including Saturday. Two 
batches of children, so to speak, 
ean be taught where one is taught 
in America, One group comes at 
eight and goes home at twelve, the 
other comes at twelve and goes 
home at four. 

All studying {s done at home. In 
tha school new lessons are gone 
over .and explained, methods 


over to.study by the children alone. 
With the exceptions of music, gym- 
nastics, sewing and manual train- 
ing, the children remain in their 
classrooms. The teachers do the 
going around, 1. e. 
who does the zoology instructing, 
goes from room to room, the chil- 
dren do not go to her, as they do 
here. It saves time and eliminates 
a lot of confusion and noise. Discl- 
pline is highly str ssed. Prizes 
are given to good scholars. The fol- 


raphy, history, music, manual 
training, cooking, sewing, reading, 
writing, arithmetic, botany, 20 
ology, gymnastics, composition, 
grammar, drawing and religious 
history. 

While the children are in school 
they work. They learn the value 
ef time and concentration. They 
graduate with more knowledge aft- 
er their seven years of school than 
American children do after ten 
years of their haphazard schooling.

Lone Gunman Rifles Till, 
Obtaining $350 — 


While Thanksgiving merriment at 


the Montmartre Cafe, rendezvous of 
Hollywood filmdom, was at its height 
last night, a bandit held up the cof- 
fee shop downstairs, at 6757 Holly- 
wood Boulevard.
